This Castle was built in 1315, but it was 
destroyed and rebuilt several times. It is private property, but its famous gardens are open 
to the public every summer. Princess Armgard, the mother of Prince Bernhard of Lippe- 
Biesterfeld, who was Queen Juliana's husband, lived there until her death in 1971. More on 
this Castle, the City of Diepenheim in Het Hof van Twente (Overijssel) on pages 22 & 23.

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Leeuwin Celebrations at Augusta - 1 


Report on Leeuwin 400 — Augusta 30 Oct 2022 
The shire of Augusta Margaret River celebrated an historic event on Sunday 30 October 


2022. It was a celebration to commemorate, that this part of the WA coastline was charted 
for the very first time by a European ship, the “Leeuwin”, 400 years ago. The occasion 
actually was in March 1622, but due to COVID restrictions back in March, these 
celebrations were delayed until now. 
The planned events were to take place in the grounds outside the Cape Leeuwin Lighthouse. 
But, as is usual for the Augusta region, the weather was typically wet and windy. In fact, we 
learnt on the Saturday that there was a very large storm coming, that would hit the coast on 
Sunday morning. As we had taken the Sjoelbak down to provide entertainment for the kids, 
there was no possibility of exposing the Sjoelbak to the vagrancies of the weather. Luckily, 
the organising Committee switched the celebrations to an indoor facility and the weather 
now played no further part.
